There is a “super- 
intendent of marriages” In each 
municipality, and couples wha are 
physically “passed” for marriage 
come before him for their union. 
But habit keeps many of the 
Turkish population following the 
old ways. Nor, a clever trick 
whereby this ts donc has been dis- 
covered. 

Men from Anatolia go to Istan- 
bul‘and there find young women, 
especially pensioned war widow 
and orphans, and engage them on 
employment contracts for work in 
the provinces, 

These contracts | are duly 
legalised by the publié notary and 
the women go off, 


When they want to marry, they 
approach the provincial clerie, ¢x- 
hibit their contract sayinge that it 
is a civil marriage contract and so 
the cleric, who. doe not understand 
the document, proceeds to unite 
them in marriage according to 
religious rites. 

If they married civilly, 
would loge their pensions, Sa they 
have invented this way of taking in 
the eleries, who thus innocently 
break the law in weddinw then 
religiously when they have never 
been through a civil ceremony. 
The Ankara government is about 
issue reyulatians forbideing. 
public notaries to legalise these 
tmployment contracts which are 
beings abused in this way. 

As for polygamy, Turkish mon 
still succeed ‘in practising — it. 
From Thrace they cross over Into 
Bulgaria and there marry wives 
sfaunder the Koranie law and bring 
-|jthem hack, In the same way the 
men of South Anatolian cross into 
the region of Alexandret where 
they are outside Turkish  juris- 
diction, and there they = provide 
themselves, with more Wives.

LONDON APPROVAL. 


SIR F. LELTH-ROSS'S 
APPOINTMENT 


: London, June 11. 
Prominent members of financial 
and business circles here who are 
interested In China but whose 
opinion hag hitherto been unayal- 
able owing to the Whitsun holidays, 
hailed with profound satisfaction 
to-day the decision of the British 
Government to send ‘to China Sir 
Frederick Leith-Roas, Chief Econo- 
mic Aarlicr to the British Govern- 
ment. i 


The appointment is considered 
the most fmportant step taken by 
sreat Britain in the Far East for 
™many yeara. 


It is emphasised -that the ap- 
pointment, in contrast with pre- 
vious expressions of mere bene 
yolence, {8 something conerete 
and signifies Great Britain’s de- 
cision to tnke an active part in 
Chinese: affalra, Such an active 
part, it is pointed out, ia puch oa 
her interests in the Far East en- 
title her and as has been repented- 
Iv urged In both Houses of Parlin- 
ment and other influential quar- 
ters. 


While it is recognised that az 
yet there. js no information ns to 
what Sir Leith-Ross will do It is 
consigered an open secret that hia 
business ‘will be to devise some 
scheme for financially ‘assisting 
China on permanently — useful 
lines. ; 

Furthermore, it js pointed out, 
his appointment was not announc- 
ed until both America and France 
had promised to send experts of 
equal] atanding. 

There are yood reasons to be- 
lieve that the Treasury, the Board 
of Trade, and the Bank of Eng- 
land have all interested — them- 
selvea in the appointment of Sir 
Leith-Ross. 

It ia understood that) he 
to China with plenary powers, 
while his position at the Treasury 
taeitly implies that his regommen- 
dations must. be supported by that 
office. 

The appointment is also welcom- 
ed us tr recognition of the grow- 
ing stability and prestige of the 
Chinese Government. In this re- 
spect the growing improvement in 
the relations between Nanking and 
Canton is greoted with general 
satisfaction.

HONGKONG'S AERIAL 
FUTURE 


A good point is made by-a cor- 
respondent who writes us to-day 


regarding the suggestion that |. 


active steps should be taken to 
place Hongkong on the map 
aerially by attracting aviation 
services, irrespective of na- 
It is 
argued that inasmuch as Hong- 
kong would welcome the eventual 
linking up of the Kowloon-Can- 
ton Railway with the Canton- 
Hankow line, no objection should 
be. offered to establishing a link 
with China’s aviation services, 
since. both the one and the other 
would be to the mutual benefit 
of China and this Colony. In- 
deed, the further the possibilities 
ure explored, the firmer does the 
conviction grow that Hongkong 
ag well a8 China have everything 
to gain by co-operation, as far 
as ‘possible, in’ transportation 
services, So far as this Colony 
is concerned, it is clear that a 
great future would be assured if, 
supplementing the shipping faci- 
lities which we are able to offer, 
we enjoyed direct contact with 
China’s aerial and railway sys- 
tems; whilst the advantages to 
China from such contacts are 
equally obvious. If it is a ques- 
tion of bargaining, something 
might be done along the lines of 
giving China aerial landing 
rights here in return for an 
undertaking to link up the two 
railways named. The point is at 
any rate worthy of considera- 
tion, although the case for open- 
ing ‘the Colony to <all regular 
commercial aviation _ services 
yests on the point that’ there is 
no logical reason why aviation 
‘should be treated on a different 
footing from shipping. Cir-, 
cumstances ‘have arisen in recent 
years indicating that this Colony 
will have to readjust itself to 
changing conditions; that, if it 
is to maintain its position, it will 
have to adapt itself to these new 
trends. This suggests the need. 
of our keeping pace with the 
times. In this connection we 
have to look ahead to the day 
when aviation will play an in- 
creasingly important part in 
international contacts. If the 
opportunities are wiscly utilised, 
Hongkong will be able to play a 
big role in this particular sphere 
in the Far East. Much will de- 
pend on the events of the im- 
mediate future. For these rea-!

RAY-POWER) * 


Not for the first timo: reports |.” 


are being circulated, with the 
usual air of mystery, about the 
invention or application of a ray 
by which it will be possible to shut 
off running motors at a long dis- 
tunee. The coupling of tho Intest 
report with the name ‘of Marcon! 
makes it the more arresting; the 
wireless wizard is popularly sup-- 
posed to succeed in all his ex- 
ploitntions of the possibilities of 
‘wireless. Germany is also said to 
bein possession of the mysterious 
ray apparatus, and doubtless the 
other lending Powers have been 
looking into It. What a comment 
would it be.on the vanity of com- 
petitive armaments if, a8 soon as 
‘the nations had provided them- 
selves with thousands of war acro- 
planes, it was discavered that, with 
the greatest of case, by the mani: 
pulation of something in the 
nature of an invisible searchlight, 
they could, every one ‘of them, be 
put out of action ns soon.as they 
tried to fulfil the destructive pur 
pose of their being! Whether 
the motor-disabling . ray has yet 
reached the practical stage only 
the privileged experts and the 
Governments for which they’ are 
working may know, but the weapon 
does not appear ‘to be beyond the 
borders of scientific possibility. 
By transferring the balance of 
power to the defence it might go 
far to deprive the air menace of 
ita terrors, But in the meantime 
it would be wise to receive with 
cnution the high-flown reports that 
are coming from the Continent. 
The nearer the ray apparatus is 
brought to perfection, the less like- 
ly.may its sponsors be to talk about 
it. They will probably prefer to 
keep it as a neat little surprise for 
the next war that seems to be 
engaging so many people's 
thoughts at the moment. But 
before then means may be found 
to frustrate the ray and give the 
aeropluné again the upper hand. 
There is no flnnlity in this desper- 
ate business. 5

WASTEFUL AIR SERVICE 


Attention has already been 
drawn to ‘the ridiculously un- 
economic condition of commercial 
aviation in Europe, says a Home 
It ig nnother. ex- 
ample of the exclusiveness of the 
nations. They insist—even the 
smalleat and the most poverty- 
stricken of them—on having their 
own military establishments, on 
keeping others out of their trade, 
and commerce, in brief, on living 
unto themselves, . They are doing 
the same with their aviation, and 
at ruinous cost, A report on the 
subject issued from the offices of 
the League of Nations shows in 
detail how great are the losses in- 
curred by subsidising services 
which do not pay and have little 
prospect ef ever paying. In three 
years under survey European tax- 
payers have been drained of 
twenty-seven millions sterling for 
that purpose. Holland, Finland, 
Great Britain, and Denmark fare 
best; that is, lose least. Britain 
has till about one-third of the 
way to go to reach financial in- 
dependence. France and Germany 
are still.far behind, and the posi- 
tion’ of ‘Italy is pitiable; it has not 
yet gone one-tenth of the way to 
freedom from subsidies. The 
League reporter laments that there 
is not oven an attempt to treat 
aviation as a public utility service.

This.is all the more surprising 
when: you remember that n very 
large number of men and women 
in this country have been trained 
under a system of cd-education, at 
least in their carlicst years. 

Last week the opening of the 
summer term was marked with, 
among other things, n debate in 
London between doctors and edu- 
cationists on the subject of 
whether boys and girls were better 
or worse for being educated in 
each other's company. 

The debate attracted some of co- 
education’s most ardent suppor- 
ters, but it also brought some of 
its bitterest opponents to light. 
Many educationista and parents 
belfeve that children grow up far 
more anfely.and successfully if the 
other sex is encountered only in 
the holidays.

1 had an illuminating conversa- 
tion a few days ago with the head- 
mistress (there Ig a headmaster as 
well) of .an Jarge co-educational 
schoo) in London which has been 
running with conspicuous success 
and a conspicuous absence of 
fuss since the late ‘nineties. It was 
one of the things she suid that act 
the scal on my growing convic- 
tion—a conviction that germinated 
with my first visit to a schoo! of 
this kind several years ayo, when 
1 felt for the first time the won- 
derfully sane, keen youthful at- 
mosphere of these places—that for 
boys and girls to be brought: up 
together is the happiest and most 
natural system of child education. 

“We believe,” she said—and the 
two hundred children rowdily pre- 
occupied in the playing-fields be- 
hind her were a noisy and living 
sign-of her belief—"“that the best 


| possible foundation for a humane 


life Is for a child to rub shoulders 
with other young people of both 
sexes and all ages.” . 
In this age, when the publi 

schools have long been suspect ts 
an adequate preparation for life, 
and an ability to mix well with all 
kinds of men and women is far 
more valunble than class-con- 
sciousness, I find it difficult to see 
how any sensible person can dis- 
agree with her.

Those who disnpprove of  Cco- 
education are afraid of two things. 
They are afraid of some romantic 
attachment being formed at 
school “years before they need 
think about that kind of thing,” 
and, in the case of boys, they are 
afraid their sons might miss some- 
thing rather manly and fine by not 
being brought up entirely in the 
society of other boys and under 
men’s authority. 

It is a fact that the child who 
in a co-educational school develops 
a pining romanticism for one of 
the other sex is nearly always one

marks the English public-school 
boy in the presence of women is a 
thing from which beth boys and 
girls arc mercifully free. 

It {y not long ago that a boy of 
18, fresh from his last term ot a 
publi¢ school, confided to me in a 
paroxysm of shyness that ho would 
willingly have foregone all the so- 
called advantages of a famoua 
public schoo] for the sake—if he 
had had the choico—of n mixed- 
schoo] education, His shyness in 
the presence of women was, he ad- 
mitted, “absolute torture,” and he 
realised that it might take him 
several years to get over it.

There is something pathetically 
unnatural about any boy or girl 
who finds it agonising to have to 
be on friendly terms with young 
people of the opposite sex. 

Parents who belicvo only in 
segregated education cheerfully 
plunge their clfildren at 18 into the 
very mixed and disturbing atmos- 
pheres of business or university 
life and expect them to keep their 
heads. They sometimes confess 
in private, however, to a certain 
feeling of apprehension; they all 
know sudden freedom to bo a dan- 
gerous thing, and that their sons 
and daughters are suddenly free 
in the face of disturbing elements 
of which they have had no exper- 
lence before. 

A hundred years from now, per= 
haps, the sane, uncomplicated 
easy-mannered children of our co- 
educational schoola will have sent 
four generations of their deacend- 
anta through the same simple and 
civillsed upbringing that they 
themselves have had. 


TO-DAY’S MOTORING HIN 


WHEEL COVERS 


The metal spare wheel cover has 
much to recommend it, but there 


are atill many cars fitted with 
covers made of fabric. These cer- 
tainly give the necessary degree of 
protection, but they tend to be- 
come shabby unless looked after 
properly. 

By the way, the best form of 
fabric cover 1s that with a hole 
through which the hub cap pro- 
trudes; the advantage !s that- the 
cover.can he fitted before the wheel 
is placed in position, 

-If the cover is very dirty it can 
be washed with warm soapy water. 
One‘of the best polishing mediums 
is ordinary boot polish. Black 
polish for black covers, brown for 
brown, or white for more delicate 
shades. ; 

There are, however, special 
fabric polishes obtainable in 
numerous colours, and one of these 
may be used, A little attention 
now and again, as suggested, will 
improve the whole appearance of 
the car. .

When they want to marry, they 
approach the provincial cleric, ex-

is a civil marriage contract and so 
the cleric, who does not understand 
the document, proceeds to unite 
theny in marriage according to 
religious rites. 

If they ‘married civilly, they 
would lose their pensions; So they 
have invented this way of taking in 
the eleries, who this innocently 
break the Inv in weddicw them 
religiously when they baye never 
been through a civil ceremony, 
The Ankara government is about 
j tu issue oo revuletions forbidding 
public notaries to Iegalise there 
employment contracts which are 
beingr abused in this way. 

As for polygamy, Turkish men 
still suceeed in . practising — it. 
“From Thrace they cross over into 
Hulgaria ond there marry “wives 
ander, the Koranie. law and bring 
them back. In the same way the 
men of South Anatolia cross into 
the region of Alexandret where 
they are ottside Tuvkish ‘juris.

_ A-good point is made by a cor- 
respondent who writes us to-day 
regarding the suggestion that 
active steps should be taken to 
place Hongkong on the map 
aerinlly by attracting aviation 


services, irrespective of na- 
It is 


argued that inasmuch as Hong- 
kong would welcome the eventual 
linking up of the Kowloon-Can- 
ton Kailway with the Canton- 
Hankow line, no objection should 
be offered to establishing a link 
with China’s aviation services, 
‘gin¢e both the one and the other 
would be to the mutual benefit 
of China and this Colony. In- 
deed, the further the possibilities 
are explored, the firmer does the 
conviction grow that Hongkong 
ag well as China have everything 
to gain by co-operation, as far 
as possible, in transportation 
gervices. So far as this Colony 
is concerned, it is clear that w 
great future would be assured if, 
supplementing the shipping faci- 


J lities which we are able to offer, 


we enjoyed direct contact “with 
China’s aerial and railway sys- 
tems; whilst the advantages to 
China from such contacts are 
equally obvious. If it ig a ques- 
tion of bargaining, something 
might be-done along the lines of 
giving China aerial landing 
rights here in return for an 
undertaking to link up the two 
railways named. The point is‘at 
any rate worthy of considera- 
tion, although the case for open- 
ing the Colony to all regular 
commercial aviation _serviges 
rests on the point that there is 
no logical reason why aviation 
should be treated on a different 
footing from shipping. Cir- 
cumstances ‘have arisen in recent 
years indicating that this Colony 
will have to- readjust itself to 
changing conditions; that, if it 
is to maintain its position, it will 
have to adapt itself to these new 
trends. This suggests the need 
of our keeping pace with the 
times. In this connection we 
have to look-ahead to the day 
when aviation will play an in- 
creasingly important part in, 
international contacts, If the 
opportunities are wisely utilised, 
Hongkong will be able to play a 
big role in this particular sphere 
in the Far East. Much will de- 
pend on the events of the im- 
mediante. future. For these, rea-

RAY_POWER 


Not for tho first time reports 
are being circulated, with the 
usual air of mystery, about the 
Invention or application of a ray 
by which it will bo possible to shut 
off running motors at n long dis- 
tunce. “The coupling of the Intest 
roport with thé name-6f Marconi 
makes it the more arresting; the 
wircless wizard is popularly sup- 
posed to succeed, in all his ex- 
ploitations of the possibilities of 
wireless, Germany is alao sald to- 
be In possession of the mysterious 
ray apparatus, and doubtless the 
other leading Powers have ‘been 
looking into it. What a comment 
would It be on the vanity of com- 
petitive armaments if, a5 soon as 
the nations . had proyided — theni- 
selves with thousands of war acro- 
planes, it was discovered that, with 
the greatest of cnse, by the mant- 
pulation of something In the 
nature of an invisible searchlight, 
they could, every one of them, be 
put out of action as soon os they 
tried to fulfil the destructive pur- 
pose, of their being! Whether 
the motor-disabling ray has yet 
reached the practical stage only 
the privileged experts and the 
Governments for which they are 
working may know, but the weapon 
does not appear to be beyond the 
borders of scientific possibility. 
By .transferring the balance of 
power tothe defence it might 40° 
‘far to deprive the air menace of 
its terrors, But in the meantime 
it would be wise to receive with 
cuution the high-flawn reports that 
nre coming from the Continent. 
The nearer the ray apparatus is 
brought to perfection, the less like- 
ly may its aponrors be to talk about 
it. They will probably prefer to 
keep it as a neat little surprise for 
the next war that acems to be 
éngaging so many — people’s 
thoughts at the moment. But 
before then menns may be found 
to frustrate the ray and give the 
aeroplane again the upper hand. 
There ig no finality in this deaper- 
ate business.

WASTEFUL’ AIR SERVICE 


Attention has’ already — been, 
drawn to‘ ‘the ridiculously un- | 
economic condition of commercial 
aviation in Europe, says: n Home 
contemporary. It is another ex- 
ample of the exelusiveness of the 
nations. They insist—even the 
smallest and. the most. poverty- 
stricken of them—on having’ their 
own military. establishments, on 
keeping’ others ‘out “of ‘their trade” 
and commerce, in brief,.an living 
unto themselves, They are doing 
the same with their aviation, and 
at ruinous cost. A.report on the 
subject issued from the offices of 
the League of Nations shows in 
detail how great are the losses in- 
curred by subsidising services 
which do not pay and have little 
prospect of ever paying. In three 
years under survey European tax- 
payers have been drained of 
twenty-seven millions. sterling for 
that purpose. Holland, Finland, 
Great Britajn, and Denmark fare 
best; that is, lose least. Britain 
has still about one-third of the 
way, to go’to reach financial in-, 
dependence. France and Germany 
are still far behind, and the posi- 
tion of Italy fs plitiable; it has not 
yet gone one-tenth of the why to 
freedom from subsidies. The 
League reporter Jaments that there 
is not even an attempt to treat 
aviation as a public utility service. 
It seems to be a matter of pride: 
and prestige or prospective mill- 
tary need, -and petty restrictions 
are in foree which make develop- 
ment impossible, He thinks ‘that 
nothing short of | international 
contro! will ease the burden and 
make aviation a real public utility.

This ia-al) the more surprising 
when you remember that ‘n very 
large number of men and women 
In this country hdve been trained 
under a system of co-education, at 
least in thelr earliest years. 

Last week the opening of the 
‘summer term was marked with, 
among other things, n debate in 
London between doctors and edu- 
cationista on the subject of 
whether boys and girls were better 
or worse for being educitted in 
gach other's company. 

The debate attracted some of co- 
education's most ardent suppor- 
ters, but it also brought some of 
its bitterest opponents to light. 
Many educationista and parents 
believe that children grow up far 
more anfely and successfully if the 
other sex is encountered only in 
the holidays.

I had.oan i)luminating conversa- 
tion a few days ago with the head- 
mistress (there is n headmaster as 
well) of a large co-cducational 
school in London which has been 
running with conspicuous, success 
and a conspicuous absence of 
fuss since the late "nineties, It was 
one of the ¢ffings she anid that aet 
the sent off my growing convic- 
tion—a conviction that germinated 
with my first visit to a school of 
this kind several years ago, when 
I felt for the first time the won- 
derfully sane, keen youthful at- 
mosphere of these places—that for 
boys and girla to be brought up 
together is the happiest and most 
natural system of child education, 

“We belleve,” she sald—and the 
two hundred children rowdily pre- 
occupied in the playing-fields be- 
hind her were a noisy and living 


Aaign of her belief—"that the beat 


possible foundation for a humane 
Ife js for a child to rub shoulders 
with other young people of both 
sexes and all ages.” ; . 

In this age, when the public 
schooly have long. been suapect as 
an adequate preparation for life, 
and an ability to mix well with all 
kinds of men and women is far 
more valuable than class-con- 
sciousness, I find it difficult to sce 
how any sensible person can dis- 
agree: with her. -- -- Mes

Those who‘disapprove of co- 
education are afraid of two things, 
They are afraid of some romantic 
attachment being formed = at 
school “years before they: need 
think about that kind of thing,” 
and, in.the case of boys, they are 
afraid their sons might miss some- 
thing rather manly and fine by not 
being brought up entirely ‘in the 
society of other boys and under 
men’s authority. 

It is a fact that tho child who 
in a co-educational school develops 
a pining romanticism for one of 
the other sex Is nearly always one 


who has como rather ‘late from a: 


aegregnted school, and has grown 
up thus for in| a ‘cloistered at. 
mosphere, very different from tho 
large-scale family life lived in a 
co-ediicational school, °

Tho notion that boys should bo 
brought up in an undilutedly male 
atmosphere is, to my mind, not a 
very civilised one. In good co- 
educational schools ‘the stat is 
equally. made up of men and wo- 
men; the boys have -thelr own 
games and tho girls thoirs, except 
in sporta whore they can bo fairly 
matched together, and the agonie- 
ing shyness which at leaving ago 
marks the, English public-school 
boy in the présenco of women is a 
thing ‘from which both boys and 
girls are mertifully free. 

It Ja not long ago that a boy of 
18, fresh from his last term at a 
public school, confided to me in a 
paroxysm of shyness that ho would 
willingly have foregone all the eo- 
called advantages of -a famous 
public school for the sake—if he 
had “had the chofce—of a mixed- 
school education. , His shyness in 
the presence of women was, he ad- 


reallsed that it might take 
several years to get over It.
